Plans for remodelling of the city 
hall, which-will not only:call for a 
complete renovation of the building, 
but will make room for such offices 
as the labor ' board, the 'board of 
health and perhaps the city attor- 
ney, will be started in the near fu: 
tare, Building, Commissioner Phillip 
Dean stated today. The plans would 
move the common council chamber 
from the second floor to the' third 
floor, formerly used by the Madison 
national guard companies as an 
armory. 


The present city hall has been a 


bone oi contention for some time. 
The council has agreed that some- 
thing should be done to put the 
building in a respectable condition 
until money Is available for a new 
building, which Mr. Dean estimated 
would cost a. half million dollars. 
The city is not financially able to 
build a new city hall, and will not be 
in a position to do so for' some years, 
according to E. F. Bunn,.city audi:

Mr. Dean declared that 'he can 


remodel-the present building.; for 
about 125,000, and. he believes that 
when herhai the.' plans "- completed 
that the city council will agree to 
have'the .work'done.

ments on woodwork •and -walls,, the 
•first" floor would remain -as' it is. 
This floor- is occupied by offices of 
the mayor, :city< treasurer, street -su- 
perintendent, city clerk,.city ases- 
sbr, and water department.

Francs and Pair of Shoes

NEW YORK — Enrico Caru- 


so, for more than 26 yean a 
celebrity in the world of song, 
the tenor with "the golden 
voice" idolized by millions .in 
America and. abroad, had an ar-

He .was born 
in Naples, Italy, Feb. 25, 1873, 
the son or Marcellins Caruso, a 
mechanic ' who detested music' 
but was persuaded to bermit his

01 He made his debut in "V 
Amico Francesco", at the.Nuo- 
vo Theater, Naples, in 1894. 
later toured Italy and Sicily and 
was engaged for four seasons 
at La Seals, Milan. Subsequent- 
ly . he sang in St. Petersburg, 
Moscow, Warsaw, Rome, Lis- 
bon, Paris, London and leading 
cities of Germany. When he 
came to the Metropolitan Opera - 
House in New York on Nov. 28, 
1903, the critics did not go into, 
ecstasies over him. 


When Caruso made his Na- 


ples debut he . sang the title 
role four times for which he 
received 100 .francs, a pair of 
•stage shoes, a suit of fleshings 
and a neckerchief. Some- years 
later Maurice Grau, :the- im- 
presaria, negotiated with Mm to 
sing in America for $700 a 
month but' thought the 'salary 
excessive and the .deal 
-fell 


through. Gran 
• was quick 
to 
perceive "the opportunity he had 
lost and, finally engaged Caruso 
for 60 performances at f 1,000

Although no official statement 


of his earnings ' as ever made 
public, it is known that Caruso, 
at the; height of his Metropoli- 
tan career/ as receiving an av- 
erage of 13,000 for each per- 
formance.
